and im^isoned a^: Potsdam. At the end of Uorember he was releaf 
and , via Helmste'Jt~^~w'a3 erpelled to 'ffestern Q^ermany . He finall;; 
reached Camp PIDING in Bav^ia, from where he was ^ent to 
Salzburg.
